Director Cal Coleman 

Baton ready for the downbeat, Cal Coleman, Director 
of Bands at Dodge City Community College, will conduct 
his last Gold Revue tonight, Sunday, April 30, 1989 in the 
DCCC Little Theatre. 

When Cal Coleman took his present position in 1971, 
there were 19 band students. Throughout his eighteen 
years at DCCC, Cal developed a band program that includ- 
ed a seventy-piece Symphonic Band, two stage bands, one 
tock band, and one stadium pep band that boasted a total 
of ninety-five students. At the present time there is no 
other Kansas community college band program that sup- 
ports this size and musicianship. 

Under his direction, Dodge City Community College 
was selected three times to perform for the Kansas Music 
Educators’ Convention, twice with the Symphonic Band 
and once with the Purple Express. He additionally performed with the Purple Express as the 
featured group for the KAJC convention at Century II in Wichita. 

Prior to his career at DCCC, Cal had a long history of performing experience. As a college 
freshman, Cal played French horn in the Denver Symphony Orchestra under the direction of 
Saul Caston. Two years later, he played in the University of Northern Colorado Golden Anni- 
versary Orchestra for conductor Vladimir Golschmann, Director of the St. Louis Symphony. 
At the conclusion of his senior year in college, Cal performed in the National Intercollegiate 
Band under the direction of Dr. William Revelli, from the University of Michigan. Cal's mili- 
tary service included a three-year membership in the United States Air Force Band of the 
West, which paraded the first USAF Academy class and performed honors for General Douglas 
McArthur at the Alamo. d 

Cal began his teaching career in Wyoming and developed first division bands in Lusk, 
Thermopolis and Riverton, Wyoming. While in Riverton, he was elected President of the Wyo- 
ming Music Education Association. His marching band in Riverton represented Devaney's 
University of Wyoming football team in their annual pre-season rivalry with the University 
of Montana in Billings, Montana, which brought a commendation from Governor Simpson of 
Wyoming. Later that year, the same band performed honors for Vice-President Lyndon John- 
son. 
Coleman later moved to Greeley, Colorado, where he was selected as the band director for 
the newly built West High School. First division bands were developed and Cal's marching 
band was awarded one of the top three honors over 65 bands at the University of Colorado 
Band Days. That same year, his concert band also became one of the three Colorado high 
school bands to perform at the Music Education Convention in the Broadmoor Hotel in Colo- 
rado Springs. A year later, Cal accepted the band position at Dodge City Community College. 

Years of performance and teaching will come to a close with this year's Gold Revue, howev- 
er, the music contribution of Cal Coleman will be remembered as the new scholarship dorm 
will be named in his honor, along with former faculty retiree, Dorothy Webb. 

At the end of the school year, Cal and his wife, Peg, will be moving to their new home in 
Denver, Colorado. their son, Forrest, and daughter, Barbara, also live in the Denver area.
